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SUMMARY ANALYSIS 

REMOTE VIEWING (R M ) SESSION DC-71 


1. (S/NOFORN) This report documents a remote viewing session conducted 
in compliance with a request for information concerning an individual 
suspected of hostile intelligence activities. 

2. (S/NOFORN) The remote viewer's impressions of the target are provided 
as raw intelligence data, and, as such, have not been subjected to any 
intermediate analysis, evaluation or collation. Interpretation and use of 
the information provided is the responsibility of the requestor. 

3. (S/NOFORN) The protocol used for this session is detailed in the 
document 3 rill Flame Protocol, AMSAA Applied Remote V iewing Protocol (S), 
undated. 

4. (S/NOFORN) Following is a transcript of the viewer's impressions during 
the remote viewing session. At TAB A are drawings made by the remote 
viewer reference his impressions of the target site. At TAB B is target 
cuing information provided the remote viewer. At TAB C are police identi- 
kit composites of perceived individual.

And there's a lot of old houses 
to the left in the village, one of these very old villages, 
mountain villages spread out in front of him. An armored 
gun parked over on side of some of the buildings and a 
checkpoint at the base of the road. There's a modern black- 
top going straight through this village. And in the back- 
ground off in the hazy distance there is these mountains 
fading in the hills, and then an absolutely flat, green 
horizon with some like smoke on the horizon. Which may be 
clouds or something.
